Whole  Iracts  of 
this  land,  now  densely  wooded  with 
good  sired  timber,  were  planted  with 
seed  by  his  own  hand  in  the  intervals 
of  labors  of  State  ;  and  lie  took  more 
his  agricultural  triumphs  than 
his  most  brilliant  speeches.  "It  can 
be  no  bad  result,"  he  wr  ites,  "which 
will  take  me  to  Marshrield  again.  O, 
hfield  and  the  sea  !  the  sea  "' 
When  being  feted  in  the  stately  homes 
of  England  during  his  European  trip, 
he  says  :  "Lowtber  Castle,  or  Belvoir, 
W  indsor,  neithct  of  these  is  Marsh- 
field."  And  again,  "You  may  place  me 
where  you  will  in  politics,  but  I 
£auw  I  am  the  best  farmer  in  Marsh- 
field,  and  that  is  enough."  Nothing 
connected  with  the  place  was  too  insig- 
nificant for  his  attention  ;  the  ''twin 
0^'*  the  "white-faced  heifer,"  the
